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Nineteen  students  traveled  on  the  Wingate-in-London  trip 
along  with  Dr.  Jerry  Surratt  and  his  wife  for  twelve  weeks  dur- 
ing the  fall  semester.  They  stayed  in  flats,  or  apartments,  where 
they  were  all  close  to  each  other,  but  each  had  his  or  her  own 
space.  The  students  took  an  academic  schedule  of  five  courses. 
Two  were  taught  by  Dr.  Surratt,  and  the  other  three  were  taught 
by  British  professors.  Many  of  their  assignments  were  directly 
related  to  and  therefore  enhanced  by  the  area.  For  example,  in 
their  theater  arts  class,  the  students  went  to  one  production  each 
week.

Many  would  visit  museums,  shops,  see  tourist  attractions,  and, 
on  the  weekends,  visit  other  ordinary  English  villages  like  Cam- 
bridge, Bath,  and  Canterbury.  Major  trips  were  taken  to 
Edinborogh,  Cornwall,  and  Paris.

Thirty-three 
students  from  22  different  partner  insti- 
tutions made  up  the  first  group  of  the 
program's  participants. 


This  view  of  the  Hong  Kong  har- 
bor is  typical  of  the  vast  array  of 
scenery  in  the  city.  The  students 
could  look  out  one  window  in 
their  rooms  and  see  mountains 
and  then  look  out  the  other  win- 
dow and  see  skyscrapers. 

The  monument  of  72  soldiers, 
located  in  Guang  Zhou,  is  a  me- 
morial to  72  missionaries  who 
were  killed  in  China.  It  displays 
72  different  signs  of  liberty  from 
different  countries-the  Statue  of 
Liberty  being  the  highest.  The 
international  students  were  able 
to  visit  several  historical  sights. 
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The  Hong  Kong  Baptist  University  had  developed  a  new  Study 
Abroad  Program  in  order  to  encourage  the  enrollment  of  more  inter- 
national students.  The  president  of  the  university,  Dr.  Daniel  Tse, 
came  to  Baptist  institutions  in  the  United  States  petitioning  for  money 
to  build  new  student  hostels.  By  giving  $8,000,  an  institution  could 
secure  a  bed  for  one  student  to  participate  in  the  program.  Wingate 
University  gave  enough  money  for  two  students  to  be  able  to  go  to 
Hong  Kong  for  the  entire  fall  semester.  Seniors  Jennifer  Farren  and 
Olivia  Scott  were  the  two  students  selected  to  take  part  in  the  pre- 
mier year  of  this  program. 

In  the  program,  Jennifer  and  Olivia  were  able  to  take  classes 
similar  to  the  ones  they  would  take  at  Wingate,  along  with  one  re- 
quired Chinese  culture  class.  Each  international  student  roomed  with 
a  local  student,  which  provided  both  students  with  significant  cul- 
tural lessons.  They  had  the  chance  to  take  a  few  trips  to  China  and 
saw  various  historical  sights.  They  also  visited  many  islands,  which 
is  where  most  westerners  live  in  Hong  Kong.  They  had  become 
accustomed  to  several  cultural  differences  which  included  walking 
everywhere,  practicing  new  table  manners,  always  drinking  hot 
beverages,  and  constanly  carrying  umbrellas  due  to  the  heavy  rain. 
Upon  returning  to  the  States,  Jennifer  and  Olivia  had  much  to  share 
about  their  experiences  of  this  different  culture  and  encouraged  other 
students  to  participate  in  the  program  in  the  future.     -Rachel  Satterwhite

These  two 
men  initiated  the  program  hoping  to  en- 
hance international  experiences  of  both 
the  local  and  visiting  students. 
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Fifty-three  students  took  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  partici- 
pate in  foreign  travel  during  the  winter  break.  Three  WTnternational 
trips  were  taken,  including  two  to  London,  England  and  one  to  San 
Juan,  Puerto  Rico.  All  three  trips  were  nine  days  long  and  were  a 
success  for  the  students  and  faculty  who  participated. 

One  of  the  London  groups  consisted  of  eighteen  students  and  was 
led  by  Dr.  John  Sykes.  The  academic  focus  of  this  group  was  on 
British  murder  mysteries.  The  group  also  took  a  day  trip  to  Oxford. 
Most  of  their  evenings  were  free  for  them  to  explore  the  sights  and 
sounds  of  London.  On  New  Year's  Eve,  the  group  joined  the  other 
London  group  for  a  concert. 

Led  by  Dr.  Ron  Bostic,  the  Chamber  Choir  took  sixteen  students  to 
London.  Many  did  their  sight  seeing  during  the  first  two  days.  Be- 
ginning on  January  2,  they  had  a  concert  each  day  at  different  cathe- 
drals. They  had  evenings  off  to  go  to  plays  or  explore  other  unique 
and  interesting  sites  of  London. 

Dr.  Carmen  Rivera  and  Dr.  Susan  Conrad  led  nineteen  students  to 
San  Juan,  Puerto  Rico.  Academically,  the  group  focused  on  the  100 
years  that  the  island  has  been  an  American  territory,  the  elements  of 
Hispanic  culture,  the  impact  of  the  United  States,  and  the  economy  of 
the  island.  The  students  visited  an  old  Spanish  city  and  saw  old 
plantations,  rum  plants,  the  naval  base,  and  other  historical  sights.

Students 
had  the  opportunity  to  travel  to  England,  Amsterdam,  or  Italy.  The 
tour  dates  for  the  classes  were  May  10-19, 1999. 

Mrs.  Marilyn  George  led  a  group  of  18  students  to  England.  The 
focus  of  their  trip  included  artifacts  in  British  museums,  especially 
Egyptian  mummies,  Greek  marble  sculptures,  and  Roman  mosaics. 
As  they  toured  London,  Salisbury,  and  Bath,  the  group's  museum 
study  often  involved  this  "art  out  of  context." 

Dr.  Nancy  Randall  took  20  students  to  Amsterdam,  the  Nether- 
lands. The  course  examined  the  political  and  social  dynamics  of 
Dutch  society,  with  particular  emphasis  on  the  emergence  of  social 
tolerance  in  the  city  of  Amsterdam.  The  class  studied  how  a  society 
associated  with  tulips,  windmills,  and  wooden  clogs  addressed  social 
issues  such  as  drug  use,  euthanasia,  and  prostitution. 

Dr.  Travis  Teague  originally  planned  to  teach  a  course  on  the 
legacy  of  ancient  Greece.  Due  to  external  conflicts  beyond  their 
control,  the  destination  was  changed  to  Italy.  Even  though  some 
students  were  let  down,  they  enjoyed  touring  places  such  as  Milan, 
Florence,  Pisa,  Pompeii,  and  Herculaneum.  The  group  of  19  even  had 
a  chance  to  see  the  Colisseum  Forum  in  Rome.

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The  Annual  Alumni  Phonathon  was  traditionally  held  over  a  four- 
week  calling  period  during  the  spring  semester.

The  university  was 
granted  several  computers  for  the 
development  of  this  class  which 
proved  be  a  success. 
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Dr.  Cecilia  Fox,  28,  of  Long  Island,  N.Y.,  came  to  Wingate  not 
only  to  teach  students  about  science  but  to  make  them  aware  of  the 
many  different  aspects  of  the  field. 

"When  I  was  a  student,  I  didn't  realize  all  of  my  options.  There  are 
so  many  alternative  careers  in  science.  I  want  to  make  sure  that  my 
students  understand  all  of  their  choices,"  Fox  said. 

Fox  graduated  from  Manhattan  College  in  1991,  and  then  went 
to  graduate  school  at  the  University  of  Rochester.  She  did  not  com- 
plete her  education  there,  however.  She  transferred  to  the  University 
of  Kentucky,  where  she  received  her  doctorate  in  anatomy  in  1997. 

After  graduation.  Fox  received  a  teaching  position  at  College 
Misercordia  in  Dallas,  Penn.  She  taught  there  for  one  year  before 
assuming  her  current  position. 

Fox  decided  to  become  a  professor  after  experiencing  it  in  graduate 
school. 

"I  was  given  an  opportunity  to  co-leach  a  course,  and  I  really 
enjoyed  it.  After  that,  I  kept  asking  to  do  more  teaching.  I  knew  then  that  was  what  I  wanted  to  do." 

Fox's  husband  is  a  teacher  at  Monroe  High  School.  One  of  the  reasons  that  they  decided  to  move 
were  both  able  to  find  employment  here.

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Jeffrey  von  Freymann.  56.  from  Boston,  Mass.,  taught  in  the 
university's  business  school  for  just  one  year,  but  in  that  short  period 
of  time,  he  imparted  much  of  his  wisdom  to  his  students.  He  said  that 
he  was  very  impressed  with  the  students'  desire  to  learn. 

"I  view  students  as  potential  employees.  The  students  here  seem 
very  interested  in  learning,  and  they  work  hard  to  achieve  their  goals. 

Von  Freymann  graduated  from  Stonehill  College,  which  is  in 
northeastern  Massachusetts,  in  1968.  He  continued  his  education  at 
Babson  College,  also  in  Massachusetts,  where  he  graduated  in  1978. 

"I  want  to  offer  my  students  a  wealth  of  experience  in  the 
business  world.  I  have  worked  with  many  companies,  and  I  have  been 
in  many  different  situations.  Experience  is  always  very  helpful,"  von 
Freymann  said. 

Von  Freymann  did  not  start  out  in  marketing.  He  was.  in  fact,  an 
English  major  in  college.  "I  started  out  as  a  copy  editor,  but  I  wanted 
to  advance  faster.  My  plan  was  to  get  into  advertising.  So  I  made  the  move  to  the  business  side,"  von  Freymann  said. 

Since  that  first  position,  von  Freymann  has  had  30  years  of  experience  in  business  and  advertising.  He  has  been  the  director 
of  accounting  services  as  well  as  vice  president  of  marketing  at  a  medical  product  company. 

Von  Freymann  has  also  traveled  around  the  world.  Besides  traveling,  he  enjoys  hiking,  golfing,  reading,  and  working  with 
wood.  He  is  very  skilled  at  building  homes.  Von  Freymann  has  been  married  for  20  years,  and  he  has  three  children. 
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Another  addition  to  the  staff  this  year  was  Karen  Liles,  who  took 
a  position  in  the  art  department. 

Liles,  43,  was  previously  employed  by  Yale  Security,  where  she 
worked  as  a  graphic  artist.  But  when  she  learned  of  a  full-time 
position  at  Wingate  University,  she  jumped  at  the  opportunity  to  share 
her  gift  with  aspiring  young  artists. 

Three  years  ago,  Liles  worked  part-time  for  the  university. 

"I  want  to  give  my  students  a  different  viewpoint  of  an  artist's 
life.  I  have  experienced  working  as  an  artist  in  the  business  world,  and 
I  can  help  my  students  to  understand  what  it  will  take  to  make  a  living 
as  an  artist,"  Liles  said. 

Liles  is  originally  from  Indiana,  but  she  has  lived  in  Anson  and 
Union  County  areas  for  the  past  15  years. 

"I  have  always  known  that  I  would  be  an  artist.  When  I  was 
little,  my  mother  painted  the  walls  of  my  room  black  and  gave  me 
chalk.  She  told  me  to  color  on  the  walls,  and  I  did,"  Liles  said. 

Liles  received  her  B.F.A.  from  Indiana  University  in  1978,  and 
her  M.F.A.  from  Ohio  University  in  1980.  While  attending  Indiana  University,  Liles  spent  a  year  in  Brazil  attending  art 
school. 

In  addition  to  her  artistic  talents,  Liles  is  also  fluent  in  several  languages.  She  speaks  Portuguese,  Spanish,  and  French. 
When  speaking  of  Wingate,  Liles  had  only  the  highest  praise.  She  said,  "It's  like  coming  home  to  family."

It  is  the  career  opportunity  that  usually  draws  new  faculty  to 
Wingate  University,  but  that  is  not  so  for  Dr.  Lisa  Schwartz.   For 
Schwartz,  33,  it  was  the  appeal  of  the  major  metropolitan  area  that 
lured  her  to  the  university. 

"We  were  living  in  West  Virginia,  and  I  was  teaching,  but  my 
husband  couldn't  find  work,"  she  said.  Schwartz's  husband  is  a 
software  engineer.  "So  we  sat  down  and  made  a  list  of  all  the  major 
metropolitan  areas  where  we  might  like  to  live.  We  picked  Charlotte," 
Schwartz  said.  She  applied  to  Wingate  University,  and  she  and  her 
husband  made  the  move  to  North  Carolina. 

Schwartz  grew  up  in  western  Pennsylvania,  but  she  enrolled  at  the 
University  of  Texas  in  Arlington,  where  she  received  her  bachelors 
degree  in  1987,  her  masters  in  1991,  and  her  Ph.D.  in  1996. 

Schwartz's  first  teaching  position  was  at  Marshall  University.  She 
also  taught  at  Huntington  University  for  two  years  before  moving 
here.

Wingate  University  mourns  the  loss  of  Hannah  McGee,  54,  who  died  of  a  brain  anuerism  on 
Feb.  28, 1999. Yet,  we  celebrate  her  life  and  the  many  ivays  in  which  she  extended  herself  to  others, 
enriching  their  lives  with  her  love  and  friendship.  Hannah  was  many  things  to  many  people.  She 
was  a  devoted  wife  of  33  years  to  Wingate  President  Jerry  McGee;  "one  of  the  easiest  people  to  love 
who  ever  lived,"  he  says.  She  was  mother  to  two  sons,  Sam  and  Ryan,  whom  she  called  "super 
people"  and  beamed  with  pride  over  in  a  1993  interview  with  The  Weekly  Triangle. 

To  many,  she  was  teacher,  mentor,  and  confidant.  A  founder  of  one  of  the  first  pilot  kindergar- 
tens in  North  Carolina,  Hannah  had  a  great  love  for  teaching  and  for  children.  She  spent  more 
than  half  of  her  life  broadening  young  minds  and  hearts. 

"Teachers,  although  they  are  in  our  lives  for  just  a  brief  period  of  time,  leave  a  strong  impact  on 
us,"  said  Wingate  senior  Amanda  Hinson.   "Though  she  was  never  formally  my  teacher,  Mrs. 
McGee  taught  me  so  much  about  herself  through  talking  to  her  and  observing  her  love,  compassion, 
and  dedication  to  others." 

A  devout  Christian  and  active  member  of  Wingate  Baptist  Church,  Hannah  opened  her  home 
and  her  heart  to  everyone  she  encountered.  "I  always  admired  Mrs.  McGee,"  said  Blythe  Taylor, 
associate  pastor  of  Wingate  Baptist  Church.  "She  was  the  picture  of  grace  and  always  exemplified 
a  precious  love  for  anyone  she  was  around." 

As  the  First  Lady  of  Wingate,  Hannah  played  an  active  role  in  shaping  and  growing  the  univer- 
sity. She  accompanied  Dr.  McGee  to  all  major  university  events;  hosted  students,  staff,  volunteers, 
and  university  guests  in  her  home;  played  an  important  role  in  planning  many  campus  activities; 
and  shared  her  talent  for  decorating  in  buildings  across  campus,  among  other  things. 

"She  will  be  remembered  as  one  who  ivas  forever  and  tirelessly  doing  things  for  others,"  said 
Senator  Jesse  Helms,  a  frequent  guest  on  the  Wingate  campus.   "1  suspect  that  Saint  Peter  was 
standing  at  the  Pearly  Gates  on  Sunday  motioning  for  Hannah  to  come  in  and  take  her  seat  on  the 
right  hand  of  God,  who  loves  her  just  as  all  of  us  who  know  her  do." 

Hannah  Covington  McGee  will  forever  be  a  part  of  Wingate  University,  and  for  those  who  were 
blessed  enough  to  have  known  her,  she  will  remain  in  our  hearts.
